GAME  NOTES 


This  evening,  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (30-13-3-1,  3rd  Place  Interior  Div.)  face  the  Powell  River  Kings  (23-15-5-4,  2nd  Place, 
Island  Div.)  in  the  second  and  final  meeting  this  season.  The  game  was  originally  scheduled  for  November  3,  but  was 
rescheduled  for  tonight  after  travel  issues. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  This  is  the  seventh  meeting  all  time  between  these  two  teams.  The  Kings  have  held  the  upper  hand, 
winning  5  of  the  6  games,  two  of  them  in  overtime.  The  teams  have  played  twice  in  Wenatchee,  trading  shutouts  as  Powell 
River  won  6-0  in  Oct.  2015,  and  Wenatchee  blanking  the  Kings  5-0  last  December.  This  season,  the  Kings  took  a  4-2  win  at 
home  in  October. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Forward  Jasper  Weatherby  (32g,  32a)  leads  the  Wild  and  the  BCHL  in  points  (64),  and  defenseman 
Cooper  Zech  (llg,  43a)  continues  to  lead  all  BCHL  defensemen.  Goalie  Seth  Eisele  is  13-7-0  with  a  2.41  Goals  Against 
Average,  and  a  Save  Percentage  of  .895.  The  Powell  River  Kings  are  powered  by  Ben  Berard  (22g,  35a),  Jonny  Evans  (16g, 
31a),  and  Carter  Turnbull  (23g,  18a).  Goalie  Mitch  Adamyk  is  14-12-0,  with  a  2.83  GAA  and  .911  save  percentage.
